The  new  Fine  Arts  Center,  which 
is  now  under  construction  will  be 
completed  next  June.  The  con- 
struction contract,  awarded  to 
Irons  and  Reynolds  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  amounts  to  $1,061,500.00. 

The   Fine   Arts   Center   consists 

of   three   principal   buildings.   The 

entrance  building  which  will  house 

the    dramatic    arts,    radio,    speech 

and     art     exhibition     rooms     has 

been    named    Jessie    Ball    DuPont 

Hall,   in   honor   of  Mrs.   Alfred  I. 

DuPont,  the  closest  living  relative 

of    Mary    Ball    Washington.    This 

building  also  serves  as  the  entrance 

to  a  small  theatre  which  will  ac- 
commodate 295  people.  The  stage 

will  be  complete  with  dressing 
rooms,  classrooms,  facilities  for 
constructing  scenery  and  other 
dramatic  properties. 

Connected  to  this  building  on 
the  north  by  a  beautiful  colonnade 
is  the  Fine  Arts  building  with 
spacious  studios  in  which  northern 
night  is  provided  by  large  sky 
lights.  Most  of  the  classrooms  and 
studios,  rather  than  opening  into 
a  corridor,  open  onto  the  colonnade 
which  extends  the  length  of  the 
building.  This  building  also  houses 
facilities  for  ceramics,  locker 
rooms  and  storage  space  for  the 
art  students. 

The  music  wing  is  connected  by 
a  colonnade  which  extends  the 
length  of  the  building  similar  to 
the  art  wing.  This  building  con- 
tains approximately  24  practice 
rooms,  music  studios,  classrooms 
and  special  purpose  studios  with 
elevated  platforms  for  orchestra 
and  glee  club  work. 

The  completion  of  this  building 
will  be  the  realization  of  a  long 
cherished  ambition  of  Dr.  Combs. 
He  will  welcome  the  opportunity 
to  show  you  through  the  buildings 
and  other  new  additions  to  the 
campus,  such  as  the  new  infirmary, 
the  new  wings  to  the  dining  hall 
and  new  kitchen.
